(b) a valve body disposed for longitudinal movement within said 
sleeve between an open position to permit flow of product through said 
passage from said container and a closed position to prevent flow of product 
through said passage, said valve body including at least one stop member 



disposed thereon that projects radially outwardly for limiting the longitudinal 
movement of said valve body within said sleeve between said open and 
closed positions, said stop member having a chamfered surface in the form of 
a wedge that is adapted for engagement against said guide member, said 
stop member being seated within said slot to also restrict the rotational 
movement of said valve body within said sleeve, said valve body being 
radially deformable for selective removability from said sleeve passage in 
response to selective rotational force imposed on said valve body in its open 
position to assist in deforming said valve body radially inwardly.
